POLITICS IN EUROPE 
The tro u bles in Eu ro p e and Africa co ntinu e. 
It is v ery p ro bable th at so far as American senti­ 
m ent is co ncerned, ninety p er cent o f the sy m­ 
p athy o f the p eo p le o f this co u ntry is with Haile 
Selassie. 
That is no t ju st becau se o u r p eo p le 
tho ro u ghly u nderstand the p o litics o f the situ a­ 
tio n. 
Bu t Ethio p ia is co mp arativ ely p o o r, and 
u narm ed as co mp ared with her attacker, and it 
is traditio nally tru e th a t Americans alway s sy m­ 
p athize with the u nder do g. 
This need no t blind u s to the fact, ho wev er, 
th at the sentim ent o f fu lly ninety p er cent o f o u r 
p eo p le is against o u r mix ing in any war whether 
it be in Eu ro p e o r elsewhere. 
At this time it wo u ld seem likely th a t the war 
may be co nfined to Italy and Ethio p ia. 
Sho u ld 
this situ atio n co ntinu e it is no t likely th a t Uncle 
Sam is in danger o f beco ming inv o lv ed. 
Bu t 
sho u ld o ther natio ns, p articu larly G reat Britain, 
mix in then there will be a terrific barrage o f 
p ro p aganda to get u s into the mess. 
At this time, after hav ing failed to su stain 
Leagu e p rincip les in M anchu ria and o ther sec­ 
tio ns where it was no t su fficiently interested, 
G reat Britain is demanding th at the Leagu e 
chastise Mu sso lini fo r ju mp ing o n Ethio p ia. This 
is no t becau se Jo hn Bu ll is p articu larly anx io u s 
abo u t the Leagu e o r Haile Selassie bu t fo r the 
reaso n th at he thinks British interests in Africa 
are in danger. 
On the o ther hand France, which has alway s 
demanded su p p o rt o f the Leagu e when she feared 
th a t her interests in Eu ro p e m ight be affected, 
no w wants the Leagu e to so ft-p edal and to “lay 
o ff” o f Mu sso lini. This fo r the reaso n th a t no w 
her interests lie the o ther way , and she fears to 
antago nize Mu sso lini to o mu ch lest she lo se a 
v alu able ally . She thinks the Leagu e sho u ld by 
all means p ro tect her friends, like Au stria and 
Lithu anian, bu t do esn’t care a hang w hat hap ­ 
p ens to Ethio p ia. Her mo tiv es are alway s p u rely 
natio nalistic ju st as are tho se o f G reat Britain. 
She wants o nly to su stain the Leagu e and its 
sanctio ns when su ch actio n will help her. 
Bu t G reat Britain in its new-fo u nd zeal fo r 
the Leagu e has p u t France in an em barrassing 
situ atio n. France will, ho wev er, jo in G reat B rit­ 
ain in enfo rcing sanctio ns, if sanctio ns are en­ 
fo rced, becau se she is “o n the sp o t” and there is 
no thing else to do . This is no t so lely o n acco u nt 
o f G reat Britain. There are o ther co mp licatio ns. 
France has a nu mber o f small allies in the Leagu e 
and these are sensitiv e o n this Ethio p ian q u es­ 


tio n. If the land o f Haile Selassie is carv ed u p 
they do no t kno w bu t w hat their tu rn will co me 
nex t. Hence they will dem and th a t France stand 
by sanctio ns and there is no thing else fo r France 
to do . 
Otherwise she may lo se no t o nly the 
friendship o f G reat Britain bu t o f so me o f her 
small bu t im p o rtant allies o n the co ntinent. 
Bu t France will go alo ng as relu ctantly as p o s­ 
sible and this means th a t there will be no gen­ 
eral war u nless there is so me u nex p ected dis­ 
aster su ch as was the blo wing u p o f the battle­ 
ship Maine in 189 8. In case o f war G reat B rit­ 
ain wo u ld ex p ect France to do mu ch o f the 
fighting and France, o f co u rse, well realizes this. 
Here is ano ther reaso n why France is go ing slo w, 
and few p eo p le can blame her. 
The Eu ro p ean situ atio n is so fu ll o f p o litical 
cro ss cu rrents th at there is bu t o ne thing fo r 
Uncle Sam to do and th a t is to keep o u t o f the 
mess. 
Ninety p er cent o f the p eo p le, at least, 
want to do so , and here is ano ther case where 
o v er a hu ndred millio n Americans can’t be wro ng.
